Hope  to  Have  Science 
Building  by  1966 

The  science  departments 
here  at  MSC  are  ready  to 
break  their  seams.  This  state¬ 
ment  was  implied  by  Wm.  Gar¬ 
rett,  head  of  the  biology  de¬ 
partment,  in  his  interview  re¬ 
garding  the  new  science  build¬ 
ing  to  be  erected  on  our  cam¬ 
pus  in  the  near  future.  Mr. 
Garrett  stated  that  the  present 
staff  numbering  six,  three, 
hoiding  Doctorate  Degrees, 
will  have  to  be  increased  to  20 
by  1970.  The  present  depart¬ 
ment  houses  3  laboratories  and 
2  lecture  halls.  Extremely 
over-crowded  conditions  exist. 
Mr.  Garrett  stated  that  they 
cannot  purchase  any  new 
equipment  because  of  the  lack 
of  space  to  store  it. 

The  solution  to  this  problem 
will  be  the  new  314  million 
dollar  3-story  science  hall  that 
might  be  erected  by  fall  of 
1966.  The  new  building,  which 
is  Dr.  Foster’s  first  major 
project  of  his  administration, 
will  be  288  feet  long  and  will 
consist  of  three  wings,  (approx. 


size  of  present  administration 
building)  The  first  floor  will 
be  set  up  to  house  the  physics 
and  geology  departments  and 
three  lecture  halls  with  seat¬ 
ing  for  500  students. 

The  second  floor  will  house 
biology  and  third  floor  will 
house  math  and  chemistry. 
Areas  that  are  being  planned 
for  the  new  building  will  be  a 
radiation  lab,  museum,  com¬ 
puter  lab,  and  possibly  an 
electron  microscope.  The  buUd- 
ing  as  a  whole  will  be  air  con¬ 
ditioned. 

All  these  plans  are  pending' 
approval  of  our  vast  network 
of  government,  however.  First 
the  plan  must  go  to  the  Board 
of  Regents  and  after  approval 
must  go  to  the  State  Commis¬ 
sion  of  Higher  Education.  Then 
it  is  presented  to  the  state  leg¬ 
islature.  If  all  goes  well  ap¬ 
proval  wUl  come  by  August 
of  ’65.
